Tess Inftances from Reigns, the Craft/man hath 
brought as Parallels to the prefent, are produced to 
fhew what Kings they were who refufed to hearken to 
the Voice and Sentiments of their People; and alfo to 
thew, who the People were that thofe Kings refufed to 
hear againit fuch Servants as were manifeitly guilty of 
the highcft Crimes ; the People affembled in Parliament, 
and not a few ambitious, fafious Leaders, two or three 
Scriblers of Country Journals, or Mobbs huzzaing, 
with Clubs in their Hands, Oaken Boughs in their 
Hats, and xo Senfein their Heads. Who, before the 
Craft/man, ever called thoie se People of England, 
whole Voice and Sentiments a King is to follow, or elfe 
be pronounced an obftinate Prince ? No, thefe are not 
the People ; nor can it be faid, that the Balance of the 
Conttitution is loft, becaufe the King is able to preferve 
a Miniftry againft all their Enemies, who are not fo 
upon a national Account ; nay, the Balance of the Con- 
ftitution would incline too much on the other Side, if 
the King was not able to preferve his Miniflers againtt 
every thing but the juff Repre/entations of his People in 
a reguiar and conftitutional Method.
